Mexican terrorists in less than 11 
months, has been in Mexico only 
since January He has a wife and 
five-year-old daughter. 
If confirmed, the half million

School salaries set

Negotiations end; trustees ink pact

The school board today reached 
agreement with employes on a 
salary and fringe benefit package 
that will cost the district about 
$1,150,000 and bring increases of 10 
per cent 
across 
the 
board 
to 
teachers and administrators and 
eight 
per 
cent 
to 
classified 
employes. 
Four of the five trustees were on 
hand at 8 a.m. today to learn that 
their final offer had been approved 
by teachers and classified employes 
late yesterday in meetings with 
assistant 
Superintendent 
Alice 
Milligan. 
Trustee 
Richard 
K. 
Jacoby was absent. 
The trustees— hoard president 
Karl 
Braun 
and 
trustees 
Gail 
Steiger, Archie Nogle and John 
Beattie — were obviously pleased 


that the salary negotiations were 
over. Supt. Glen Wegner thanked the 
trustees 
for 
the 
raise 
granted 
administrators and added “and I 
thank you personally ” Later he said 
the agreement had eliminated the 
threat of “a long hot summer” 
It was the earliest conclusion to 
salary discussions in at least 18 
years. The agreement came in the 
face of last ditch efforts Tuesday by 
Lompoc Federation of Teachers to 
get rank and file teachers and 
specifically 
the 
all-powerful 
“building rep council,” to reject the 
salary offer One LFT official told 
this reporter they were appealing 
for a rejection of the offer but that 
he knew it would be accepted. 
The salary package raises the 
beginning salary for teachers with a 
bachelor of arts degree from the 
current $7,987 to $8,793; and the top 


teacher 
salary 
to 
$17,600 
tor 
teachers with a masters degree. 
Bonus for a masters degree was 
raised from the current $532 to $585; 
and the normal instep increment 
from the current $407 to $447. 
The board also approved raises in 
fringe benefits, $112 for teachers, 
$131 for administrators and $297 for 
classified 
employes. 
The 
latter 
group received more fringe benefits 
than 
the 
other 
employes 
in 
consideration of a smaller — eight 
per cent — across the board salary 
raise. Fringe benefits will now cost 
$676 a year for classified employes 
and lesser amounts for teachers, 
and administrators. 
Some weeks ago the district’s 
t h r e e - m e m b e r 
P e r s o n n e l 
Commission, overseer of classified 
employes recommended raises of 
not less than 9.7 per cent. 
Memos hint Standard Oil feared

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Two 
Standard Oil of California memos 
written in 1968 express worry over a 
glut of crude oil in the 1970s that 
could drive down prices and profits, 
and talked of limiting development 
to prevent it, the Los Angeles Times 
reported today. 
A company spokesman said the 
memos were relatively low level 
“think pieces” estimating future 
supply and demand, not operational 
plans, and that the “oversupply” 
memo 
was 
seen 
by 
only 
one 
executive. 
The predictions were wrong, he 
said, because demand grew bigger 


than had been expected, the Alaskan 
oil fields were not developed as 
quickly as was predicted, the Santa 
Barbara Channel spill shut down 
drilling there and the Middle East 
war changed the import supply. 
The Times said the memos were 
obtained in Washington from Senate 
staff members.

Documents show Standard 
paid low 1971 tax slice 


SAN 
FRANCISCO

- 
Standard Oil of California paid only 
$14 million ip taxes for 1971—about 
1.6 per cent of its total income, the 
San Francisco Chronicle reported 
today. 
Confidential documents obtained 
by the Chronicle listed Standard’s 
earnings for 1971 as $855.7 million 
worldwide. 
A spokesman for the company 
said 
the 
percentage 
appears 
unusually small, but that it was 
perfectly 
legal. 
He 
said 
the 
company pays most of its taxes in 
foreign countries and that foreign 
taxes can be legally subtracted from 
the 
amount 
owed 
the 
U.S. 
government. 
The documents are now in the 
hands 
of 
the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations subcommittee on multi­ 
national 
corporations. They show 
Standard paid $312.5 million in taxes 
to foreign nations in 1971. 
The 
docum ents 
also 
show 
Standard planned to increase crude 
oil 
shipments 
to 
the 
eastern 
hemisphere and decrease shipments 
to the west— including the U.S.—in 
1972. 
A chart included in the package 
showed 
Standard 
would 
make 


almost twice as much profit on sales 
to the eastern hemisphere 
Spokesmen said they felt releasing 
the 
information 
would 
increase 
suspicions that the oil companies 
planned the oil shortage in the U.S. 
in 
favor 
of 
more 
profitable 
European and Asian markets. 


“But don’t make the mistake of 
saying profits determine where we 
sell the oil,” the spokesman said. 


“That chart doesn’t mean we 
going to stop selling in the U.S.” 
According to the documents, only 
$247.3 million of Standard’s total 
earnings in 1971 was taxable in the 
U.S. legal deductions, in addition to 
credits for taxes paid in other 
countries, 
included 
depreciation 
allow ances 
($130.5 
million), 
intangible drilling ($58 million) and 
deductions 
for 
the 
earnings 
of 
partially owned subsidiaries ($395.6 
million). 
Foreign 
tax 
credits 
allowed 
Standard by the Internal Revenue 
Service 
in 
1971 
totalled 
$183.4 
million, reducing the company’s bill 
to $14 million. 
“This is only fair because it 
prevents us from being taxed for the 
same thing,” the spokesman said.

Indonesia would bring “ imminent 
competitive pressures on Middle 
East crude— especially that of 
Aramco,” the memo noted. 
Independent producers, with no 
Middle Eastern fields themselves to 
worry 
about, 
would 
bring 
the 
pressure, it said. 
Standard Oil of California is a 
partner in Aramco, a major Middle 
Eastern 
production 
corporation, 
along with Exxon, Texaco, Mobil 
and the Saudi Arabian government. 
A 
Standard 
of 
California 
spokesman 
said 
that 
in 
public 
reports as far back as 1967, the 
corporation has been warning of a 
long range energy shortage. 
The firm’s 1973 annual report says 
its 1967 annual report “pointed to 
soaring energy demands and warned 
that because of government policies 
the petroleum industry faced a 
formidable 
task 
in 
generating 
capital” needed to meet the supply.

Congress 
OKs minimum 
wage bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Congress 
today approved legislation boosting 
the minimum wage for millions of 
American workers to $2 per hour. 


The Senate voted 71 to 19 and the 
House 345 to 50 on a compromise bill 
that President Nixon said earlier 
today he will not veto. The measure 
could take effect by May 1. 


The House and Senate approved a 
conference committee substitute for 
the bill that was closer to the House 
version 
than the 
Senate’s. 
The 
Senate 
measure had called for 
steeper 
increases 
starting 
next 
year. 


When Nixon signs it, the new law 
will extend coverage for the first 
time to domestic employes, all 
government 
workers, 
and 
retail 
chain store employes. 


The wage package is similar to 
one vetoed last year by President 
Nixon 
as 
inflationary. 
But 
the 
President has given no indication he 
will disapprove this version. 


Under the bill, the legal minimum 
wage would rise to $2.00 an hour on 
May 1. It would go to $2.10 per hour 
next Jan. 1 and to $2.30 on Jan. 1, 
1976.

customers wait; 
business may lose

Social security in Lompoc — it’s a 
waiting game for beneficiaries and 
probably a losing one for local 
businesses. 
With totally 55,000 people in this 
area, a temporary agency office is 
open one day a week, Thursdays, for 
five hours. Personal files are left at 
the regional office in Santa Maria. 
And, with social security’s recent 
takeover 
of 
local 
government 
programs such as aid to the totally 
disabled, state old age pensions and 
aid to the blind, the result has been 
long lines, claims of poor service 
and 
a 
petition 
requesting 
a 
permanent Lompoc office. 
Local beneficiaries, many of them 
senior citizens, reportedly often feel 
that they’re being forced to wrangle 
transportation to Santa Maria in 
order to visit the permanent branch 
officer and get something done. And 
while in Santa Maria, one observer 
adds, they use the opportunity to do 
a lot of shopping that could have 
been done here. 
“Sometimes you’ll stand there 
and wait for maybe two or three 
hours,” described Harlan Swonger, 
a 35-year Lompoc resident. “And 
they 
won’t 
have 
your 
records. 
They’ll take the information and 
they’ll say ‘We’ll take it back to 
Santa Maria,’ so you really haven’t 
solved anything. Most of the people, 
me included, are getting to where 
we go to Santa Maria. ” 
A former Lompoc businessman, 
Swonger envisions dollars leaving 
the community along with local 
social security clients. 
“You always spend some money 
in another town, once you’re there,” 


he said. 
Local organizer Victor Colby, who 
estimates there are some 7,000 in 
Lompoc alone who make regular 
social security visits, says that 
petitions are now being printed and, 
after being filled, will be mailed to 
Washington requesting a permanent 
Lompoc facility open five days a 
week, not five hours. 
This, he said “will eliminate all 
this fooling around; the records are 
always either in Santa Barbara, 
Santa Maria or somewhere else.” 
“1 don't only think it would serve 
senior citizens,” Swonger said. “I 
think it would keep money in the 
community, 
which 
I ’m 
also 
interested in. 
“I’m not condemning the people 
who come over here,” he added 
“They’re doing the very best they 
can.” 
But with long lines and 
without 
the 
people’s 
records, 
Swonger shrugged, there’s often 
little they can do. 
According to Vincent Rodriguez, 
social 
security 
branch 
office 
manager 
in 
Santa 
Maria, 
a 
permanent office in Lompoc will 
ultimately 
be 
necessary. 
The 
question is when. 
“Since the first of the year, our 
work load has just about doubled 
and we’ve had large crowds there,” 
he said. “We’re going to extend our 
service there shortly to at least two 
days a week, probably three.” 
Rodriguez sets May first as a 
probable date by which Lompoc’s 
social 
security 
outpost will 
be 
manned two or three days a week. 
But, he says, personal records will 
have to be left at the Santa Maria 
office even then, to conform with 
agency policy.

National cemetery effort 
revived/ Beattie confirms 


The campaign to secure a national cemetery for this area has been 
revived, Fourth District Sypervisor Francis Beattie told a chamber of 
commerce luncheon audience yesterday. 
Several years ago, he said, The Veterans of Foreign Wars and the 
Veterans Administration opposed 
and stopped legislation to locate a 
national cemetery on Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
But late 13th District Congressman Charles Teague told Beattie, he said 
that these groups had now changed their mind about new national 
cemeteries and that three bills to develop three more of them are now 
pending in Washington. Existing national cemeteries, Beattie said, are now 
either full or their available space is “all booked up” 
Beattie added that a northern California town is now in the bidding for 
such a development, but for location on state land the federal government 
would have to buy. Pine Canyon was selected for the cemetery site on 
Vandenberg, Beattie said, and wouldn’t cost the government anything to 
acquire. 


'Buy American' legal 
policy, Beattie says

"Buy Am erican" could become a legal 
county policy even though foreign firm s 
may submit the lowest bids on 
certain 
purchases, according to Francis Beattie, 
fourth district supervisor. 
The case in point was the bid opening 
Monday for a county purchase of 58 sub­ 
compact cars Low bidder was Bob Nolan 
Datsun of Santa Maria. The County Board 
of Supervisors did not award that 
bid, 
though. They asked county purchasing 
staffers to do some more study although 
County Counsel George Kading advised 
that the law obliges the board to award a 
contract 
to 
"the 
lowest 
responsible 
bidder.” 
Answering questions at a chamber of 
com m erce 
luncheon 
here 
yesterday, 
Beattie said that: "We decided to continue 
it a week and determine whether or not the 
bid 
met 
specifications 
and determine 
whether or 
not 
we 
want to support 
American industry.” 
He added 
that he 
and 
most other 
supervisors feel that due to the present 
high unemployment in the U.S. automotive 
industry, "w e should do everything we can 
to uphold the American economy.” 


"W e are bound by law to take the lowest 
responsible bid, if they meet the criteria,” 
Beattie repeated, "And I’d certainly be the 
last one to deviate from that law .’’ But the 
supervisor indicated that the board could 
legally set its criteria, that is, decide what 
type of equipment it will buy, on the basis 
of a "B uy Am erican" policy. 
This left open the possibility that the 
board could also choose the auto model. 


type, and accessory combination it will buy 
on the basis of which bracket is low-bid by 
an American firm. 
"T h at’s why we took the week to study it 
more in depth,” Beattie said, "and also to 
get a reaa back from our communities. 
And I’ll guarantee you that the telephone 
calls and letters are coming in about 20-1 in 
favor of buying A m erican."

Kading 
confirmed 
Monday that the "B uy American A ct" has 
been ruled unconstitutional, a point also 
raised 
by 
County 
Purchasing 
Agent 
William Stickney. When asked if he felt a 
county policy to buy domestic products 
only would be legal, Beattie answered. 
"Y e s it would. I’m not going to predict 
what the board will do The m ajority of our 
board does favor buying American on 
everything we buy. And any one of the bids 
could be considered a qualified bid. And we 
can determine which size and spec vehicle 
we can use in every department. 
"One of the reasons for going to bid in 
this manner was to find out exactly what 
they would offer in each price category 
with the body specs and everything, and we 
could live with any one of them .” 
Beattie, whose fam ily owns a large Ford 
dealership in Lompoc, denied that he is 
involved in a conflict of interest in this 
case, stating that neither he nor Beattie 
Ford is either bidding for the contract or 
has any connection with the firm s that are. 
He explained that he mentioned the 
possibility of his being criticized for being 
involved in a conflict of interest at the 
Monday meeting "fo r 
the benefit of the 
p ress.” 
"B eing in the automobile business, I 
thought I had to bring it out," Beattie said.

LA flu disease 
takes three lives 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Three children have died 
since 
January 
from 
a 
disease associated with a flu 
outbreak, a county health 
official said Monday. 
Dr. Louis E. Mahoney, 
director of immunization 
for the Community Health 
Services Department, said 
that

increased in the past four 
weeks, mostly in children, 
but

epidemic level. 
The outbreak has been 
accompanied, however, by 
eight cases on Reye’s syn­ 
drome, 
a 
severe 
liver 
disorder that is an after 
effect to a virus infection. 
All eight of the victims were 
children and three of them 
died, Mahoney said. 
The disorder seems to be 
connected with type B flu, 
he said, which has been 
reported in about 34 states. 
The flu outbreak has not 
been widespread enough to 
i n c r e a s e 
sc ho o l 
absenteeism ,

except for one school in

Purpose of the well metering is to accurately record 
use of ground water from private wells, as it is felt 
they

impact 
on 
ground

consumption at a tim e when use of groundwater is 
said to be at or near safe yield capacities in the 
Goleta, Montecito and Carpinteria water districts. 
Also involved in the program will be the city of 
Santa 
B arbara and Summerland water district, 
although the latter district has no private wells known 
as this time. 
Carpinteria district has the most known wells, 60, 
with Goleta district having a known 45, Montecito 15 
and Santa B arbara 5. 
County w ater officials said officials now have an 
accurate conception of water use in the area by all 
other users except those operating private wells, and 
"th is would fill out the picture." 
The county is intending to pay 60 per cent of the 
costs with districts paying 40 per cent. Total costs of 
well m etering are seen at $108,000 in the coming fiscal 
year.

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Terrorist groups targeting 
executives, Harmer asserts 


SACRAMENTO (UPI ) 
Sen John L. Harmer says there 
is “ well substantiated” evidence that terrorist groups are 
looking for key corporate executives as targets of violence. 
Harmer, a Republican candidate for lieutenant governor, 
said Wednesday the assertion is based on testimony before 
two special committees and a conversation with a “ senior 
executive” of an unnamed San Francisco firm 
He said the executive told him he moved from his home 
to an anonymous apartment on the advice of his company's 
security force which had been alerted by law enforcement 
authorities. 
Harmer said the executive was told that “ at least one and 
possibly several revolutionary groups had maintained 
records on a number of key corporation executives, 
including a diagram of their homes and their pattern of 
activities.” 
During a campaign appearance Monday in Los Angeles, 
Harmer warned that “ several hundred” key executives are 
being 
followed 
and 
their 
homes 
diagrammed 
by 
revolutionary groups. 
Harmer said informants who testified in secret before 
the Senate subcommittee on civil disorders “ confirmed the 
fact that squads of militants were being trained in methods 
of kidnaping and in other areas of violent behavior.” 
The witnesses, some of them reportedly prison inmates 
or former members of revolutionary organizations, were 
granted anonimity for fear of reprisals. 
He said the testimony as well as that of witnesses at 
hearings of the Select Committee on innovation in the 
structure and Administration of Public Education “ led me

to make certain statements which have caused some 
notoriety and concern.” 
“ It has been suggested that these statements were 
without substantial evidence,” he said 
in apparent 
reference to a published report based on an interview with 
Harmer in which he said he had no certain knowledge that 
large numbers of key executives had been followed or had 
their homes diagrammed by terrorists. 
“ I see no reason to modify the assertion I have made and 
the evidence for which is well substantiated that there are 
in our society militant revolutionary groups, who among 
others, are looking at key corporative executives as key 
targets of violence,” the lawmaker said in a prepared 
statement.

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Phony doctor makes 
good in Colorado 
Scientists differ on cause 


DENVER (UPI) — "Dr.” 
Gerald P. Wood was paid 
$23,000 a year for the past 
three years as chief of 
Colorado's 
air 
pollution 
control office which has an 
annual budget of more than 
$1 million. 


He supervised 39 people 
and did a good job. 


“ He has worked hard for 
the agency and the state,” 
said Dr. Edward Dreyfus, 
executive director for the 
State Health Department. 
But Wood has admitted he 
has no formal education 
beyond high school and paid 
less than $180 for a phony 
Ph.D through a classified ad 
in a magazine. 
Wood admitted he lied on 
his application form and 
resigned, saying he first 
sought the job as “ sort of a 
joke.” 
“ Frankly, right up to the 
time I was asked to come in 
for an interview, 1 didn’t 
expect 
to 
be 
taken 
seriously,” he said. “ I knew 
there 
were 
many 
very 
qualified men in the field. 
“ Once 
they 
took 
me 
seriously, I leapt at it.” 
Wood, who holds joint 
British-Canadian citizenship, 
got 
his 
“ doctorate” 
in 
industrial 
hygiene 
from 
Braintridge Forest School in 
Sussex, England—a mail­ 
order mill. He told the state 
he graduated from Uni­ 
v e r s it y 
C o lle g e 
in 
Nottingham, England. 
Despite his lack of college 
education, 
Wood 
has 
managed 
to train as a 
technician and to pursue a 
25-year career in science. 
He made his phony diploma 
stick 
with 
the 
state 
personnel 
office 
that 
screened 
applicants. 
The 
health department which 
interviewed him liked what 
it saw. 
Woods’ credentials were 
disclosed 
Sunday 
in 
a 
copyrighted story in the 
Rocky Mountain News by 
science editor H. 
Peter 


Metzger who checked his 
educational 
background 
after 
an 
interview. 
On 
Monday, Dreyfus accepted 
the 
44-year-old 
Wood’s 
resignation

“ I hope this action closes

SEATTLE, Wash. (UPI) 
— A Seattle contractor who 
donated an amount equal to 
his 1973 income tax to a 
program 
to help 
needy 
persons 
says the public 
response to his action has 
been “ beyond my expecta­ 
tions.” 
Gene Goosman, a partner 
in the Algene Construction 
Co., donated $1,250 last 
week to the Neighbors In 
Need 
program 
which 
gathers and distributes food 
to poor families. 
The contractor said he did 
it to call attention to the 
inequity of tax laws, the loss 
of liberty and Constitutional 
rights. He said he wasn’t 
reacting to the Watergate 
scandal but to a larger 
issue. 
In making the donation, 
Goosman noted that some of 
his employes pay 
more 
income tax on their wages 
than he does on his earnings 
because the tax laws give 
him 
some 
breaks 
his 
employes don’t get. 
Through his efforts more 
than 1,000 petition letters to 
s e n a t o r s 
and 
representatives have been 
distributed. Goosman said 
he has a stack of requests 
for petitions yet to answer. 
His goals, he said, are “ an 
honest income tax” and “ an 
honest campaign law. ’ ’ 
Goosman 
said 
elected 
officials who are unwilling 
to help attain those goals 
should be voted out of office. 
He has suggested a flat 10 
per cent income tax on 
everybody, noting that some 
wealthy persons pay no tax 
at all on earnings from 
nontaxable investments. 
“ It’s the older people who 
are up in arms,” he said. 
“They took the country 
through the Depression and 
World War II. Now they are 
realy being hurt by false 
inflation. Their savings are 
being eaten up.” 
Goosman urges people to 
express their feelirgs to 
Washington D.C. 
“The price of a 10-cent 
stamp is going to assure you 
your country is free,” he 
said. “ The government will 
work for us if we take an 
interest in it.”

1 dozen tortillas 
Vz c. oil 
2 c. shredded Monterrey Jack cheese 
% c. chopped onion 
V4 c. margarine 
V4 c. flour 
2 c. chicken broth (or 3 boullion cubes in 2 c. water) 
1 c. sour cream 
4 oz. can chili peppers, chopped 
Dip Each tortilla in the hot oil for 15 seconds each side. 
Melt margarine, add flour to make paste. Add chicken broth and 
bring to boil. Remove from heat and add sour cream and peppers, 
warm. 
Make enchiladas with 2 T. cheese and IT. onion; roll and place 
seam side down. Pour sauce over and heat 20-25 minutes. Add 
remaining cheese and bake 5 more minutes in 350 degree oven. 


Chicken How-So

Vz tsp. poppy seed 
18-oz. can bamboo shoots (drained) 
Vz c. sliced celery 
Vz c. sliced onion (1 medium) 
13-oz. can sliced mushrooms, drained 
1 small green pepper, cut in strips 
3 T. dry white wine 
13-oz. can chew mein noodles 
Cut chicken into IV2 inch pieces. In medium skillet, brown chicken in 
butter or margarine till golden brown. Stir in soup, water, boullion, 
soy sauce, Worcestershire, curry and poppy seed; mix well. Cover and 
simmer 15 minutes, stirring occasionally. Add bamboo shoots, celery, 
onion, and mushrooms. Cover and simmer 10 minutes or until tender- 
crisp. Stir in the green pepper and white wine; cover and simmer 3 
minutes more. Serve over chow mein noodles. Makes 4-6 servings.

Log business 
for barbers 


LUBBOCK, Тех. (U PD - 
A barber and his brother-in- 
law, who believe nothing is 
worth wasting, are turning 
cotton burrs into logs that 
hum for about three hours 
in the fireplace. 
They plan to sell them for 
25 cents each. 
“ We don’t have our logs 
ready for market yet, hut 
we do have a patent on the 
machine to make them and 
are turning out a few logs 
every 
day,’’ 
said 
Jim 
Wilkinson, 45, a barber who 
has been around cotton gins 
on the High Plains country 
most of his life. 
The 
idea 
is 
simple. 
Burrs— the rough husks of 
mature cotton bolls—are 
fed into a machine that 
grinds them into small 
pieces. A second machine, 
on which Wilkinson has a 
patent, 
inserts 
additives 
that control burning time, 
give color and aroma, and 
finally 
compresses 
the 
materials into 6 by 18-inch 
logs. 
Wilkinson and his brother- 
in law and partner, Joe 
Hastey, 37, are natives of 
the High Plains, one of the 
richest 
cotton 
growing 
areas in the nation 
Few parts of the cotton 
plant are thrown away. 
Most of its waste products 
today are used as roughage 
in cattle feed. Cottonseed 
meal and cakes are high in 
protein. Only cotton burrs 
had little commercial value.

ED HECOX drove this six-horse team stagecoach to Santa 
Barbara in the 1890s The big stage rolled out of IvOmpoc at 
6 a m., rain or shine, and returned at 6 p m if the roads 
were good, meaning if the San Julian adobe was not too 
wet In the winter time the San Julian road was in bad 
condition and the stage was often late from one to six hours. 
When wet, the adobe on the road would roll up on the brakes 
until it would lock the wheels and Ed would have to dig it 
off Sometimes one of the horses would become exhausted 
and have to be left by the roadside His station for changing 
horses on the Santa Barbara run was near Refugio A two 


or four horse team went over the Santa Rita Grade to Los 
Alamos with a change of horses at the Stuart Post Office 
(where the Santa Rita Schoolhouse used to stand). This 
smaller stage was usually Ijriven by Jim Meyers or Tom 
Cole. It brought mail and passengers to Lompoc from Los 
Alamos where it connected with the Narrow Gauge 
Railroad from San Luis Obispo. The picture is courtesy cf 
the Lompoc Valley Historical Society.

There are 
complicated 
rea­ 
sons for this 
The 
first 
(and least 
obvious) 
is 
that 
black leaders do not 
share 
the revo­ 
lutionary 
turn of 
mind of the 
terrorists and their backers. They 
see 
no 
advantage 
whatever 
in 
exchanging rule by a white elitist 
government headed by Ian Smith, 
for a black ideological government 
headed by Peking or Moscow or its 
surrogates. For another, while they 
desire — indeed demand — change, 
they have not. yet, abandoned hope 
that orderly change will come under 
the non-violent pressure of the 
predominantly (95 per cent) black 
native population. 
But this, I am led to believe, must 
come soon. Drastically compressed, 
here is the chronology of events, 
which are racing to a conclusion of 
sorts. 
In 1965, the Rhodesians declared 
their 
independence 
of 
Britain. 
Almost immediately, the United 
Nations voted sanctions, which got 
progressively more stringent after 
supplementary resolutions in 1966 
and 1968. In 1969, Prime Minister 
Ian 
Sm ith 
prom ulgated 
a 
constitution which would in effect 
have guaranteed white supremacy 
through the century and beyond. In 
1971, Smith and British Foreign 
Minister Sir Alec Douglas Home 
initialed an agreement calling for 
constitutional reform and additional 
opportunities 
for 
black political 
power. The agreement was subject 
to 
ratification 
by 
the 
black 
community which, in the finding of 
the so-called Pearce Commission 
the following spring, said No. 
Probably it was a mistake not to 
implement the agreement anyway, 
for strategic reasons. But this was 
the electric political moment in 
Rhodesia, when the blacks would 
see the papers' headline: Black 
Rhodesians Veto Westminster Pact. 
Things would never be the same 
again. 
Gradually it has dawned on the 
white community that the critical 
man in their midst is a mild- 
mannered Methodist bishop, in his 
early forties, called Abel Mozarewa. 
He is said to be relatively without 
guile, and that’s not all good - he is 
a 
procrastinator, 
an 
ambiguist, 
inexperienced 
in 
the 
unholy 
ideological ambitions of many of his 
fellow liberationists. 


On the other hand, no one suspects 
him of corruption of any kind, and I 
accept it as true that he has for the 
moment 
the singular power to 
prevent 
universal 
bloodshed 
in 
Rhodesia. 
For how long? That is the dark 
question. 
There 
are 
secret 
negotiations 
going 
on 
at 
this 
moment between the bishop and Ian 
Smith. Smith is a man of quite 
extraordinary personal valor, who 
has become the symbol of white 
supremacy. Actually he is no more a 
white 
supremacist 
than George 
Wallace proved to be, when the 
social attitude changed. He is a good 
politician, but it is feared that at 
this moment he underestimates the 
resolve of the black majority to 
effect substantial change. And it is 
above all feared that if the bishop 
does not succeed in budging Smith, 
others — who would then declare 
impatiently their independence of 
Mozarewa — will embark on violent 
action. 
This 
would 
destroy 
Rhodesia Smith tells his lieutenants 
that it would be political suicide for 
him to yield too much. So the 
question arises: Is Smith statesman

New employe group 


enough to avoid political suicide— 
by leading the white intransigents 
towards reconciliation and organic 
progress? The betting is that he 
could 
not 
persuade 
his 
own 
ministers to conciliate. But that if 
he went to the white voters, he 
would earn their support. 
One hopes so. Not only in order to 
avoid catastrophe, but to indulge a 
valid social experiment. If a country 
95 per cent black is willing to give 
the advanced five percent white the 
major 
creative 
political 
and 
educational role for a specified 
period of time, so as to ascertain 
whether greater progress might not 
thereby 
be made than under the 
lash of the black nationalism of 
some of Rhodesia’s neighbors, then 
a quality of moderation might wax 
its way into African affairs which 
would be instructive not only for the 
black population of Rhodesia, but 
everywhere. And it is in any case 
difficult for a visitor to Rhodesia to 
count 
lightly 
the 
benefit 
of 
reconciliation 
for 
the 
white 
population, men and women of 
extraordinary charm and apparent 
goodwill. 


The growing demands of public 
employes for collective bargaining 
has crystallized the need for a split 
off of top management people from 
the ranks of the California State 
Employees Association 
At least, 
that is the contention of Richard J. 
Holler and an embryo group which 
has 
formed 
a 
new 
employe 
association. 
The CSEA was organized at a time 
when state employes had little in the 
way of benefits. There was no civil 
serv ice, 
retirem en t, 
health 
in su ra n ce 
or 
oth er 
m ajor 
protections for employes. 
Since 
these 
were 
objectives 
beneficial to employes at all levels 
it was appropriate for rank and file 
to join with higher echelon employes 
in an association to secure such 
protections. 
With the passing of time much 
progress has been made in the 
achievement of benefits common to 
all 
employes. 
In 
recent 
years 
various goals of CSEA have found 
the management employes at odds 
with the rank and file. Then came a 
period when, because CSEA was 
dominated 
by 
members 
more 
representative 
of 
management 
views than those of lesser employes, 
it lost effectiveness. It also lost 
membership. 
Then came a resurgence and the 
troops became dominant m the 
organization. 
Still 
the 
friction 


continued between the management 
type members and the rest of the 
membership. 
So the formation of a new employe 
organization restricted to those at 
management levels does not come 
as a surprise to anyone 
As its 
organizers 
contend, 
it 
is 
long 
overdue. 
Launched in Sacramento, the new 
group 
has 
elected 
Holler 
its 
president. It also has shown the good 
judgement 
to 
engage 
as 
its 
executive officer John Mahan, who 
gained 
experience 
in 
employe 
organizations as a top staff member 
of CSEA 
The 
avowed 
purposes of 
the 
organization, known as California 
Association of Management, is two 
fold. It seeks to promote greater 
recognition 
of 
professional 
management 
as 
an 
essential 
foundation of better government; 
and to provide a system of benefits 
tailored to the special needs of 
professional 
management 
and 
confidential employes. 
Its organizers are quick to point 
out that CAM is neither an anti- 
CSEA 
movement 
nor 
a 
rival 
organization. “It is a recognition of 
the fact that management employes 
often hold different views than those 
of the others,” Mahan said. “While 
we are probably together 80 per cent 
of the time, there are occasions 
when we are at cross purposes.” 


“For example, a large segment of 
CSEA wants the right to strike. 
CAM has made it clear in its by-laws 
that any activity which interferes 
with full, continuous service to the 
public is deemed incompatable with 
the principles of this association.” 
Still CAM supports the idea of 
collective bargaining Mahan says 
that 
does 
not 
require 
strikes. 
“Differences can be settled through 
compulsory 
arbitration 
with 
an 
independent referee.” 


“We 
formed 
the 
organization 
because 
we 
think 
sound 
state 
government rests on the quality and 
in t e g r ity 
of 
p r o f e s s io n a l 
management,” Holler said . Rather 
than detracting from CSEA, Holler 
thinks it will benefit it. “It won’t be 
torn apart by differences between 
management 
employes 
and 
the 
others. Each will be able to work for 
their goals within their separate 
organizations.” 


The association seems to be on 
sound ground. Its principles are 
good and it has armed itself with the 
expertise. In the background as its 
legal counsel is Loren V. Smith, 
former general manager of CSEA. 
Whatever the 
group lacks 
in 
membership 
at 
the moment 
it 
makes up in enthusiasm. As Holler 
says, “We think CAM will set the 
pattern 
for 
public 
em ploye 
representation across the country.”

stable, wanted to install septic tanks 
in an area that was not suited for 
such installation. Argument seethed 
around the question for a long time. 
Then the soil conservation service 
with the help of other agencies came 
up with an overlay map that showed 
the location of unstable soils and 
indicated areas unsatisfactory for 
septic 
tanks. 
The 
developer 
redesigned his plans. 
In addition to the goals and 
objectives 
that 
the 
citizens 
committee is coming up with, there 
will be input on some of the things 
listed above, plus information on 
such subjects as seismic safety, 
existing recreation facilities, open 
space questions and park sites. 
Despite 
the 
wide 
range 
of 
interests inherrent in the field of 
inquiry, the public has shown only 
nominal interest. More than one 
committeeman 
or 
committee- 
woman has commented that he or 
she sees the same faces in the 
audience. There are about a dozen 
individuals who have made their 
presence felt by their attendance at 
committee meetings, but that’s all.
